APPROPRIATING MONEYS TO THE DIVISION OF FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT FOR FIS-3
CAL YEAR 2023; LIMITING THE NUMBER OF AUTHORIZED FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT4
POSITIONS; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY; AMENDING SECTION 2,5
CHAPTER 16, LAWS OF 2021, TO PROVIDE SUBGRANTING AUTHORITY FOR EMER-6
GENCY RENTAL ASSISTANCE TO THE IDAHO HOUSING AND FINANCE ASSOCIATION;7
PROVIDING REQUIREMENTS FOR EMERGENCY RENTAL ASSISTANCE; PROVIDING FOR8
AN ADDITIONAL FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT POSITION FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; RE-9
DUCING THE APPROPRIATION TO THE DIVISION OF FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT FOR10
FISCAL YEAR 2022; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO THE DIVISION OF11
FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL12
MONEYS TO THE DIVISION OF FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022;13
PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.14

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:15

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated to the Division of Financial16
Management the following amounts to be expended according to the designated17
expense classes from the listed funds for the period July 1, 2022, through18
June 30, 2023:19

SECTION 2. FTP AUTHORIZATION. In accordance with Section 67-3519,8
Idaho Code, the Division of Financial Management is authorized no more than9
twenty (20.00) full-time equivalent positions at any point during the pe-10
riod July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023, unless specifically authorized by11
the Governor. The Joint Finance-Appropriations Committee will be notified12
promptly of any increased positions so authorized.13

SECTION 3. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated14
to the Division of Financial Management any unexpended and unencumbered bal-15
ances appropriated to the Division of Financial Management from the American16
Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) State Fiscal Recovery Fund for fiscal year 2022, in17
an amount not to exceed $33,000,000 from the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA)18
State Fiscal Recovery Fund, to be used for nonrecurring expenditures for the19
period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Con-20
troller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class,21
and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the22
reappropriation authorized herein.23

SECTION 4. That Section 2, Chapter 16, Laws of 2021, be, and the same is24
hereby amended to read as follows:25

SECTION 2. EMERGENCY RENTAL ASSISTANCE. The Executive Office26
of the Governor shall allocate emergency rental assistance funding27
to the Idaho Housing and Finance Association to be distributed to28
eligible recipients in compliance with federal requirements and29
guidelines. Funding shall be allocated to the association on an30
as-needed basis in increments not to exceed $10,000,00015,000,000.31
The association, notwithstanding any other provision of law to the32
contrary, shall not process applications in any city or county may,33
as part of the efficient administration of resources, subgrant to34
any local entity that received direct federal funding from Section35
501 of Division N of the Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2021,36
P.L. 116-260 until provided the association verifies that there37
is no duplication of benefit for the applicant. The association38
shall not process applications until the association verifies that39
there is no duplication of benefit for the applicant. The Exec-40
utive Office of the Governor shall require monthly reporting by41
the association to the Joint Finance-Appropriations Committee and42
the Legislative Services Office by the fifth business day of each43
month. The Executive Office of the Governor shall also require the44
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association to be audited by an independent firm skilled in audit-1
ing federal funding programs.2

SECTION 5. EMERGENCY RENTAL ASSISTANCE. The Division of Financial3
Management shall allocate emergency rental assistance funding to the Idaho4
Housing and Finance Association to be distributed to eligible recipients in5
compliance with federal requirements and guidelines. Funding shall be al-6
located to the association on an as-needed basis in increments not to exceed7
$15,000,000. The association may, as part of the efficient administration8
of resources, subgrant to any local entity that received direct federal9
funding from Section 501 of Division N of the Consolidated Appropriations10
Act, 2021, P.L. 116-260 provided the association verifies that there is no11
duplication of benefit for the applicant. The association shall not process12
applications until the association verifies that there is no duplication13
of benefit for the applicant. The Division of Financial Management shall14
require monthly reporting by the association to the Joint Finance-Appropri-15
ations Committee and the Legislative Services Office by the fifth business16
day of each month. The Division of Financial Management shall also require17
the association to be audited by an independent firm skilled in auditing18
federal funding programs.19

SECTION 6. FTP AUTHORIZATION. In addition to the authorization pro-20
vided in Section 2, Chapter 298, Laws of 2021, the full-time equivalent21
position authorization provided to the Division of Financial Management is22
hereby increased by one (1.00) for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30,23
2022.24

SECTION 7. Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, the appropri-25
ation to the Division of Financial Management in Section 1, Chapter 341, Laws26
of 2021, from the American Rescue Plan Fund is hereby reduced by $26,800 for27
operating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022.28

SECTION 8. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-29
ter 341, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is30
hereby appropriated to the Division of Financial Management $26,800 from the31
American Rescue Plan Fund to be expended for personnel costs for the period32
July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022, for the purpose of hiring an ARPA report-33
ing and compliance position.34

SECTION 9. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-35
ter 298, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is36
hereby appropriated to the Division of Financial Management $450,000 from37
the General Fund to be expended for operating expenditures for the period38
July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022, for the purpose of procuring a contract39
to study cost containment strategies for the Department of Health and Wel-40
fare's Division of Medicaid.41

SECTION 10. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated42
to the Division of Financial Management any unexpended and unencumbered bal-43
ances appropriated to the Division of Financial Management from the General44
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Fund for the cost of procuring Medicaid consultants for fiscal year 2022, in1
an amount not to exceed $450,000 from the General Fund, to be used for nonre-2
curring expenditures for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The3
Office of the State Controller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by4
fund, expense class, and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior5
to processing the reappropriation authorized herein.6

SECTION 11. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby7
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after its8
passage and approval.9
